DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 6-1 3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior 
art of record, Chen et al. (6,473,31 3 B1 ), Justice et al. (US 6,299,266 B1 ), Chen (US 
6,665,177 B2), Adams et al. (US 6,330,147 B1), Felcman et al. (US 6,122,173), and 
Francovich et al. (US 5,828,547), taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest a mounting assembly for a storage device comprising: a mounting 
bracket comprising a groove on a first side panel for slidingly receiving screws on one 
side of the storage device thereby guiding the storage device into the mounting bracket, 
and a second side panel defining a pair of holes for receiving a pair of hands of a clip, 
each having a palm with barbs as set forth in claims 1, 6, and 11. Claims 7-10, and 12- 
13 are dependent claims from claims 6, and 1 1 , respectively. Although Chen'313 
teaches the mounting bracket, Justice teaches the clip having two palms with no barbs, 
and Chen' 177 teaches barbs on the hands, however, in combination of these 
references, no teaching can be found on a distance between the palms is slightly less 
than a distance the corresponding holes.
